The danger o f fire is no w ended, but 
the ravages have been mo re serio us 
than ever befo re since the terrible 
fires which swept thro ugh Phillips and 
no rth central Wisco nsin in the ea rly 
eighties, when 
the city o f Phillips 
then the mo st pro mising to wn in no rth 
ern Wisco nsin, was destro y ed and hun­ 
dreds o f perso ns burned to death. 
Twenty o f the seventy -o ne co unties 
in the state have suffered this y ear 
fro m the fire. 
Five mills have been 
destro y ed with 
an average lo ss o f 
$100,000 each. 
The greatest damage 
ho wever, has been to the standing tim ­ 
ber. 
Strange to say , there has no t 
been a definitely reco rded case o f lo ss 
o f life by fire, tho ugh there have been 
half a do zen deaths fro m heat pro s­ 
tratio n while fighting the flames.

ROOSEVELT’S SPECIAL FRIEND 


When the Man Who Is Considered to 


Be Closer to the Colonel Than Any 


Man 
in American 
Politics Turned

Burgess 
Point 


the Politicians at Beverly Sat Up 


and Took Notice. 


Beverly, Mass., July ll.—William 
Loeb, jr., collector of the port of New 
York, came to Beverly Sunday night. 
Mr. Loeb was secretary to the presi­ 
dent when Roosevelt was in office. He 
was and probably still is closer to the 
colonel than any man in American poli­ 
tics. Also he is a close friend of Pres­ 
ident Taft. 
The president promoted 
him to his present position, one of the 
highest salaried in his disposition. Be­ 
tween President Taft, Colonel Roose­ 
velt and Mr. Loeb there is an intimate 
bond of friendship. 
Loeb called at the summer capital 
at Burgess Point this afternoon. 
He 
will discuss with the president the na­ 
tional situation. 
Out of that meeting 
may come much. Friends of the presi­ 
dent here say that it indicates clearly 
that between the president and Roose­ 
velt there is the best of good feeling 
and an understanding which Is implied 
lf not expressed. 
Mr. Loeb, it was said, does not ex­ 
pect to talk about the New York state 
situation with the president. 
There 
are some men here, however, who go 
so far as to say that the collector 
came to Beverly to get the Taft O. K. 
on the boom for the governorship of 
New York which has been started by 
his friends at home. 
The president 
has told friends before this that Loeb 
will be “ a good man for the governor­ 
ship.” 
In answer to inquries as to 
that boom, Mr. Loeb was not commu­ 
nicative. 
He declared that anyone 
who Is looking for him with a gover­ 
norship boom will have a long journey, 
for he intends to take a month’s hunt­ 
ing trip in the Rocky mountains in the 
fall. 
It is believed here that there is 
no question as to the O. K. of Colonel 
Roosevelt on the Loeb boom. 
With 
that of the president and Colonel 
Roosevelt, those who profess to know 
seem to think that Mr. Loeb will not 
only be the logical candidate, but that 
he would do exceedingly well. 
Mr. 
Loeb believes that there will be a 
pretty scrap this fall between Mayor 
Gaynor and William R. Ilearst, and 
that in consequence there will he a 
fine chance made for the Republican 
party to win a victory. 
With the arrival of Mr. Loeb on the 
scene the Beverly politicians found ex­ 
planations for the attitude of Roose­ 
velt toward Senators Beveridge, Bris­ 
tow, Lafollette and Representatives 
Poindexter and Murdock. 
It beearn® 
known that the colonel promised Bev­ 
eridge to speak in the Indiana cam­ 
paign because he had already prom­ 
ised Lodge to speak in the latter’s in­ 
terests in the fall. 
Beveridge is re­ 
ported as having pointed out to Roose­ 
velt that Lodge is regarded by many 
as one of the reactionaries of the sen­ 
ate. If Roosevelt could stump for him, 
the friends of Beveridge are reported 
as saying, why could not he speak for 
"the grand young man.” the progres­ 
sive, and old friend of the Roosevelt 
policies. 
As to the rest, Roosevelt was friend­ 
ly with them all. 
He could not refuse 
to see any acquaintances of standing 
if they desired to climb to Sagamore 
Hill. 
The insurgents or progressives 
regard the colonel as their prototype, 
and they all wanted to talk to him and 
pour their troubles into his ears when 
he got back from the great hunt. 
The national situation which the 
president is discussing with Loeb to­ 
day is not so vexing in the eyes of the 
latter as it is in those of others. Last 
night Mr. Loeb had dinner with Sec­ 
retary Norton and gave him his view’s 
on things in general. 
In the talk to­ 
day he expects, it is said, to go care­ 
fully over the ground with Mr. Taft.

As in times of peace we are admon­ 
ish ed to prepare for war, it is as well 
for th e moth ers of young America to 
get th eir medicine ch ests ready to do 
battle with burns of all kinds. 
Some simple remedies wh ich each 
h ouseh old sh ould h ave are given h ere 
with th e h ope th at th ey will not be 
found necessary, but if th ey are th at 
th ey relieve th e pain of th e small suf­ 
ferer. 
A strong solution of common baking 
soda gives almost instant relief to au 
ordinary burn. 
Pour enough water 
over th e soda to dissolve it and apply 
on a piece of clean linen, or th e burn, 
if it becomes very much inflamed, can 
be painted with collodion. Th is is re­ 
newed wh enever necessary and will 
subdue th e swelling. 
For burns covering a large surface 
equal parts of linseed oil and lime- 
water are recommended, or four parts 
of limewater to one part of oil. 
Sat­ 
urate a cloth with th e mixture and 
apply to th e parts affected 


A lum Lo tio n C o m fo rtin g. 
Wh ere a ch ild h as burnt h imself and 
th e pain causes great nervousness, put 
a teaspoonful of alum in a pint of 
water and bath e th e parts frequently. 
Keep th e burn wet with th e solution, 
wh ich extracts th e h eat in a remark­ 
able manner, and put th e small patient 
in bed. Tbt* lotion sh ould sooth e into 
a calm and refresh ing sleep. 
Wh ere 
none of th e above remedies is at band, 
kerosene or crude oil can be applied to 
th e wound, provided it is not an open 
one. 
For th e tirst application to a burn 
noth ing is really more sooth ing th an a 
lotion of equal parts of lime water 
and linseed oil, and th is mixture sh ould 
always be h andy in th e medicine closet 
Wh en tlie skin is broken it sh ould be 
applied ou lint, as ordinary cloth will 
adh ere to th e surface and cause much 
pain and suppuration. 
In cases wh ere th e skin is unbrokou 
th is lotion may be continued until re­ 
covery. 
Hut wh en th e surface is raw 
and th e skin nearly or quite destroyed, 
th e lotion sh ould be dispensed with 
after from eigh teen to th irty h ours and 
th e following h ealing ointment used 
instead. 
Oxide zinc, finely powdered 
.......... 1 ounce 
Balsam of Peru ............................... 10 drops 
Vaselire ............................................... 8 ounces 
Heat th e vaseline and stir in th e 
powdered oxide of zinc, being sure to 
mix well; add also th e balsam and let 
stand until cool. 
Apply on lint, using 
th e same precaution as specified above.

Wh en such on abrasion h as occurred 
apply some strong antiseptic, such as 
h ydrozone, and th en send for medical 
attendance. 
Sometimes

powder 
wound will Injure th e deepest tissues 
of th e skin, producing an effusion of 
blood Into th e skin. Th is is made vis­ 
ible by a livid, deep blue or black 
patch . 
A lotion of an ounce of tinc­ 
ture of arnica to a pint of water will 
remove th e pain and h asten an absorp­ 
tion of blood. 
Anoth er remedy demands a sufficient 
quantity of flaxseed meal to form a 
layer from th ree-quarters to an inch 
th ick. 
Spread a cloth th e size of th e 
wound. 
Upon th is place small pieces 
of ice sprinkled with meal. 
Cover 
with anoth er cloth , turning in th e 
edges so th e mass will not escape, and 
apply to th e burn.
